stone. This wall of rock kept out 
unwelcome visitors, the chief con- 
tended and added that the protected 
area is rich in food, sunlight and 
warmth and has pure cold streams 
of running water. 


The old chief said that perhaps 


at some time, someone may hav? 
found their way into the place, but 
if so they never returned.

Farmers of North Dakota have lit 


tic cause to worry if this insect does 
appear in the state next summer, Dr. 
Webster declares.

the epidemic in fho south, praiu 
growers of Minnesota became alarm- 
ed and feverish market for wheat de- 
veloped, with the result that Dr. 
Webster and" another entomologist 
were detailed to make a field stud/ 
of jhe situation. 


"We found that natural conditions 


in Minnesota and North Dakota are 
unfavorable for the development of 
this insect; Dr. Webster stated 
"Much of the alarm was caused by 
confusing a native and comparatively 
harmless variety of plant louse with 
the "green bujr." and in no case wna 
any appreciable .damage 
done to 


crops. Growers of the south, how- 
ever, may well be alarmed at the sit- 
uation there.

Scenic, S. D.,»Feh. 13.—H alf a doz­ 
en miles southw est of th is town, 'ii 
the very h eart of the Badlands, Big 
Foot Wall .stretches 
away to 
the 
squthw est and the 
n o rth east fo r 
miles. Between this wall and 
the 
pinnacles of W hitew ater W all 
and 
bounded on the west by Sage Creek 
W all is an area of approxim ately 
fo u r square miles. No white m an’s 
foot has ever rested there, so far 
as can bo' learned. 
The Indians call the plot “sichi 
makochc” m eaning “ Bad Place.” A 
large scale map of Pennington coun­ 
ty, draw n in 1908, 
describes 
the 
place as “ Badland bluffs and can­ 
yons, im possible of survey.” 
' 
O ccasionally one of the Dakota 
(Sioux) Indians who will talk, tells 
strange tales about this particularly 
rugged portion of 
9outh 
Dakota. 
Deep canyons and gorges lead up to 
spirc-likc 
pinnacles and every 
ai- 
tem pt to follow th eir tortuous paths 
th u s fa r has ended in failure. B af­ 
fling cul-dc-sacs greet the explorer 
at every path. 
Chief Flam ing Arrow, a veteran 
of the fro n tie r days, gives w hat pro­ 
bably is the Sioux belief. 
Many 
years ago, the chief said, before the 
pale face came, there was the place 
w here dw elt the W ankinyan (T hun­ 
d er B ird) high in the pinnacles of 
stone. T his wall of rock kept out 
unwelcome visitors, the chief con­ 
tended and added th a t the protected 
area is rich in food, sunlight and 
w arm th and has pure cold stream s 
of running w ater. 
The old chief said th a t perhaps 
a t some tim e, someone may have 
found th e ir way into the place, but 
if so they never returned.

This wall of rock kept out 
unwelcome visitors, the chief con- 
tended and added that the protected 
area is rich in food, sunlight and 
warmth and has pure cold streams 
of running water.

Farmers of North Dakota have lit 


tic cause to worry if this insect does 
appear in the state next summer. Dr. 
Webster declares. At the time ot 
the epidemic in tho south, grain 
growers of Minnesota became alarm- 
ed and feverish market for wheat de- 
veloped, with the result that Dr 
Webster and another entomologist 
were detailed to make a field study 
of |hc situation. 


"We found that natural conditions 


in Minnesota and North Dakota arc 
unfavorable for the development ai 
this insect; Dr. Webster stated 
"Much of the alarm was caused by 
confusing a native and comparatively 
harmless variety of plant louse with 
the "green bvrg," and in no case wtn 
any appreciable ^damage 
done to 


crops. Growers of the south, how- 
ever, may well be alarmed nt the sit- 
uation there.
